The rattle of machine-guns in the Wangping area, only about 
six miles outside Peiping, caused fresh consternation in the old capital 
at 11.35 o’clock last night just as the population was commencing to , 


breathe more freely. 


There ‘had been reports that during the afternoon Chinese and 
Japanese had reached an agreement whereby all troops should be’. 


withdrawn to positions roughly the same as those occupied before the 

incident of July 8. The hope thus engendered was shattered by the 

gun chatter around Wangping.—fReuter. 
SITUATION MORE OMINOUS 


Shanghai, July 13. 


The situation in North China, despite two attempts 
to reach a friendly settlement, has become more ominous. 
It is feared a final showdown and serious fighting is now 
inevitable, 


Little credence is attached to the idea that the in- 
cident will “fizzle out.” The Chinese believe the only 
hope of averting conflict lics.in the intervention by the 
major powers. ; 


General apprehension is felt in Shanghai. The city 
authorities are erecting sand-bag barricades around the 
North Station, scene of some of the most violent 
bombardments and infantry engagements during the 
fighting of 1932. 


TROOPS CROWD RAILWAYS 


Reports reaching here state that main railways leading 
aorth are practically monopolised by troops, moving towards the 


scene of conflict, Mean®hile, trainloads of Japanese.troops are 
arriving at Fengtai and Tientgin from Manchuria and Japan. 


Emergency orders have been given to Shanghai Japanese 
firms to be rendy if necessary to evacuate women and children 
from the Hongkew area, while Japanese Consuls at other treaty 
ports are also taking protective steps.—Reuter.

Tanks and military lorries do not make the best 
commercial travellers, declared’ Sir Frederick Leith-Ross 
at a dinner given by the Federation of British Industries 
to the Japanese economic mission now visiting England, 
when referring to the present situation in China.

MURDER CHARGE 


DEATH OF CAPTAIN 
D. L. CAMPBELL 


The tragic death of Captain Dou- 
tlas Lorne Campbell, aged 27, lute 
commander. of the Chinese Maritime 
Customs crulser Cheung Keng, was 
recalled at the Central Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon, when Chung 
Chi-cheung, aged 22, former cabin 
boy of the crulser, was charged with 
his murder before Mr. K. Keen, The 
case was taken for committal. 


Mr. E. H. Williams, the Acting 
Crown Solicitor, prosecuted. Defen- 
dant was not represented. An arm- 
ie constable stoad beside him in the 
lock. 


The case for the prosecution was 
that Capt. Campbell was on duty 
during the enrly hours of January 
11 when the crulser was at Sam 
Mun, in Bins Bay. At 6.45 a.m, de- 
fendant called the Chief Officer, Chui 
Chang-keoh, who relieved Capt. 
Cumpbell. Nothing strange was 
noticed about “defendant's manncr. 
At 7.20 a.m. the bo'sun saw the cap- 
tain, this being the last time he was 
seen alive, 

The first intimation the Chicf OM- 
cer had that anything was amiss was 
avhen he heard two shots fired, secm- 
ingly from the direction of the Cap- 
tain'’s cabin. This was about 8 am. 
when the vessel was passing outside 
Futauman Puss, on its way to Hong- 
kong. He wus about to see what 
was the matter when defendant came 
up to the bridge ludder. with a -45 
Webley pistol in his right hand. 


-| Before. he could soy anything, defen- 


dant fired at him_ from five fect 
range. The Chief Officer collapsed, 
hit in the left arm 
Defendant then left the bridge and 
went to the dining-room. From 
there another shot was heard, a little 
while afterwards. . 

Ll Ming, the boatswain, then took 
command of the vessel, and blew 
binsts on his whistle to summon 
police assistance. 
police Inunch under Sergeant Head- 

ridge arrived and took charge. 

The first witness called by the 
Crown yesterday was Mr. B. Hamp- 
den-Church, assistant Government 
Morlne Surveyor.. He testified to 
having taken measurements of the 
Cheung Keng, and produced seven 
copies of pinng of the vesscl which 
he had: made. 

Detective-Sergeant T. G. MatKay, 
pollee photographer, gave evidence 
of taking three photographs on board 
the crufser, and produced copies of 
them in Court.

SINO-JAPANESE 
CONFLICT 


Whatever the rights or 
wrongs of the Sino-Japanese 
clash in North China, the situa- 
tion is one which, unless care- 
fully handled, may well have 
the most serious consequences to 
the general peace of the Far 
East. There have been varying 
versions of the actual cause of 
the resort to hostilities. The 
original Japanese claim was that 
whilst manoeuvres were being 
carried out, Japanese troops 
were subjected to machine-gun 
fire from a Chinese _ pill-box. 
Then there was a Chinese story 
that the Japanese attacked 
Chinese troops when the latter 
refused to withdraw from an 
area which the Japanese desired 
to convert into an ucrodrome. 
Another version is that during 
the manoeuvres’ a shot was 
heard and when the Japanese 
roll-call was ordered it was 
found that one of their men was 
missing, whereupon’ the Japan- 
ese demanded the right. to 
enter the Chinese defence area 
and to search the city of Wang- 
ping, a procedure which the 
Chinese resisted. In the mul- 
tiplicity of accounts, the truth 
is hard to discover. There. seems 
little doubt, however, that the 
Japanese, with covetous eyes on 
North China, have long wished 
to sec the 29th Army, one of the 
biggest and most efficient in 
China, to be forced out of its 
present sphere. Friction  be- 
tween this Army and the 
Japanese forces was always 
liable to lead to trouble—and, 
as past experience has shown, 
“incidents” are easily created. 
But whatever the precise act 
which created the present 
trouble, it will be conceded that 
the presence of large numbers of 
Japanese troops on Chinese soil, 
and the practice of carrying out 
manoeuvres over extensive arcas 
close to Chinese defence regions, 
must produce’ irritation, if it 
does not actually invite trouble. 
That danger is all the more 
emphasised when Japan's policies 


jin. North China are borne in 


mind. What the upshot of the 
present trouble will be remains 
to be seen. Nanking’s attitude 
has not been too clearly defined; 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek has 
been silent so far. But, it is 
elear: that China as a whole is 
in no mood to make: undue con- 
cessions. to Japan. Popular 
sentiment is all in favour of re- 
sistance to any further encroach- 
ment on China's sovercignty, 
Much has been made in recent 
times, by Japanese spokesmen, 
of ‘Japan's peaceful: intentions 
towards China. Unfortunately,

The foreign countries- 1 selected 
were the United States, France, Ger- 
many, and Italy, as I took those to be 
the nearest to ourselves in social 
conditions. ; 

The figures are extremely interest 
ing. In the case of America, the 
homé and cradle of the automobile, 
where even tramps run their own 
cars, the death-roll on the roads in 
1934 totalled 36,101, ond 37,000 in 
1035. This works out {n the latter 
cnse ot 20 per hundred thousand of 
the population and 144.5 per hundred 

‘thousand cars on the ronds.

law for 679, carcless driving for 468, 
but drunkenness for only 45.

The Italian figures are peculiar in 
one respect. They revenl a con- 
slderable decline, both in fatal ac- 
eldenta and injurics on the roads, for 
1036 as compared with 1935.

2,320 and 91,354 respectively in 1936.

AMERICA WORST 


Finally, we come to Germany. 
Here the figures cover twelve months, 
one quarter of which was in 1935 and 
the three other quarters in 1936.

In 1035, since 
when the totals huve appreciably in- 
creused, we had 6,502 deaths on our 
ronds and. 221,720 Injury cases. 
may mention incidentally that in 1935 
in London 1,113 people were killed in 
strect accidents. The latest year 
available in the case of Paris is 1930, 
when there were 303 deaths In the 
streets duc to traMc accidents. In 
Berlin in 1933 the street deaths total- 
led 687, and Injury crses over 10,000. 

The returns show a steady upward 
tendency in Germany, as_ generally 
elsewhere, and deaths numbcired 
8,050, as against 171,019 cases of in- 
jury. ‘3 

It will be scen, therefore, that, tals- 
ing population Into account, the worst 
statistics by far are those from Amec- 
rico, ond the best those returned’ by 
France. But there is, on the latest 
average, probably not much In It as 
between France, Germany, ‘and our- 
selves, especinily if we take into con- 
sideration the fact that we are, next 
to American, the most cnr-minded 
country, 1 

But what a tragle waste of life and 
destruction of limb these united re- 
turns show as the result of modern 
transport developments. On _ the 
most conservative estimate at least 
60,000 or 70,000 people are being done 
.to denth every year In US.A,, France, 
Haly, Germany, and Britain alone. 
What the ghastly harvest moy be for 
the whole world, one can only hazard 
a rough guess.

DOCTOR’S 


_ The action ended at Livexpool 
recently in which damages were 
claimed for an alleged attempt 
by. a lunatic to murder o mar- 
ried woman. oo : 


Mrs. Bertha Holgate, Church 
Road, St. Annes-on-Sea, with 
her husband, William Rennie 
Holgate, ‘claimed damages for 
personal injury against the 
Lancashire Mental Hospital 
Board, of Preston, Dr. Gill and 
Guy Scott Robertson, Deputy- 
Superintendent: of the Calder- 
stones Institution. 

‘She alleged that. on July: 22 Inst 
year, she received personal Injuries 
from John Lawson, o mental defec- 
_tive, who was an inmate of the 
institution, when he attacked her at 
her home. She also alleged that the 
defendants committed 1 breach of 
statutory duty and negligence in 
Ncensing Lawson to be absent {rom 
the Institution. 

The defendants ‘denied that they 
were guilty of negligence or breach 
of duty. , 

The Jury found that the Lanca- 
shire Mentul Hospitals’ Board of 
Preston and Dr. Gill and Guy Scott 
Robertson, were puilty of negligence. 

They awarded Mrs, Holgate £3,500 
dumages, and Mr. Holgate £708, 

It was stated that £2,000 had been 
paid into Court generally for Mr, 
and Mrs, Holgate, with*the dental of 
Hablitty. 

Mr. Justice Lewis ordered that this 
should be pald to Mrs. Holgate in 
part satisfaction, and he gnve judge 
ment In uccordance with the Jury's 
findings. 


DOCTOR'S COLLAPSE 


Dr. Gill, one of the defendants to 
the action, collapsed outside the 
Court, abd was, the following day, 
reported to be In a serious condi- 
tion. 

Mr. G. Justin Lynskey, i«.c,, for 
the defendants, .announced at the 
resumed shearing of the  actlon 
that'Dr. Gill collapsed outside the 
Court after leaving the witness-box, ; 
and was taken to hospital, 

“His condition is serious,” he 
added, “and it will be impossible for 
him to attend the Court for some 
time,” -

" BROTHER'S ASSURANCE. . 


Mr. Thomas Burke, a member of 
the Lancashire Mental Hospitnis 
Board, suid that when the respon- 
sible Committee agreed to allow 
John Lawson out on Heence, his 
brother, who made the application, 
assured them that he would have 
John‘ under his personal supervision. 

Dr. Robertson told the Committee 
that as Lawson had been transferred 
to Calderstones from a State Institu- 
tion, which itself indicated an im- 
proved condition, he thought it would 
be safe to allow Lawson out for the 
month, 

Replying to Mr. Justice Lewis, 
Mr. Burke said there was nothing 
to prevent an inmate of the Calder- 
stones Institutlon walking out of the 
grounds. 

Miss Mary Latchford Kingsmill 
Jones, a member of the Committee 
for 12 yenrs, in answer to Sir 
Patrick Hastings, sald that she did 
not know Lawson had been convicted 
of a series of savage and criminal 
offences.

In reply to .Sir Patrick Hastings, 
the doctor sald that he would not 
agree that’ Mrs. Holgate's lfe had 
been shattered. He had seen her 
standing quite normally to have her 
photograph taken outside the Court.

of mental defectives, Dr, Robertson 
had 12 yenrs experience. . 

It was alleged that the doctors had 
no right to let the man out at all 
bocause of his history, or without 
ndequnte supervision, cund that if 
they did, someone should have taken 
steps to see that there was adequate 
supervision. 

Denllng with John Lawson's re- 
cord, Mr, Lynakey said there were 
seven offences against him, and fn 
respect of all but two, he was cither 
bound over or put on probation, all 
taking place except the last before 
he was 18. 

Lawson hnd shown no signs of 
violent tendencics at Rampton In- 
stitution, and was sufMiciently’ stable 
fo be released, and sent to Calder- 
stones. Both doctors sald that, hav- 
ing regard to the history, it was 
proper to Iet Lawson out for a short 
tlme to sce how he behaved himself 
under proper supervision. 

“Both doctors acted honestly, upon 
honest belicf,”. continued Mr. Lyn- 
skey. 

“The Committce saw 
Lawson's brother, and had o report 
on the house, and they considered 
that the accommodation and. the 
supervision would be adequate.” 

Sir Patrick Hastings sald that the 
jury were concerned with the act of 
nN man who was a moral delinquent 
or defective, with strong criminal or { 
immoral tendencies which would, 
never disappear, ' 

“The jury may be shocked, and 
think that the case may have a 
sbenefclal result in regard to these 
homes—if others are run the same 
as this one—and that matters may 
be put right as soon os possible,” 
continued Sir Patrick. 

"If ever there was a dreadful ca 
one would have thought this was: 
one.” 


* “CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE? 


“I would suggest that there hos 
been absolute criminal negligence in 
Jetting this man out,” sald Sir 
Patrick Hastings, “I cannot find one 
word of explanation. The facts are 
admitted. 

“If this was a Criminal Court, I 
should have thought their only duty 
would be to plead guilty. ©1 cannot. 
fonceive such an appalling state of | 
affairs, | 
_ “If there are’ more of these poor} 
devils, these permanent mental de- 
fectives, I would venture to suggest 
to the Local Authorities of this 
country that they should get some- 
one better to look after them. They 
were putting into the world this 
dangerous crenture without renson- 
able. care." 

Holding up the newspaper photo- 
graph of Mrs. Holgate, Sir’ Patrick 
saldi—“If this photograph gives her 
any pleasure, then she ought ‘to be 
in uw mental home herself. No money 
that you con give can compensate 
this woman for what she has gone 
through, and I ‘ask you {to give very 
heavy damages indeed, and without 
the slightest sense of reserve or 
regret.” 


NERVES “A REAL ILLNESS" 


>Mr. Justice Lewis, summing up, 
said that the jury might think jt 
was a terrible business, but it. was 
so casy to be wise after the event, 

Tht jury must not judge the con- 
duct of the doctors by: what hap- 
pened, nor must they find them 
fullty of negligence mercly. in an 
error of judgment. * 

If Mrs. Holgate had a brain In- 
jury, then it might develop later. 
Nobody suggested that. she was 
shamming or malingering. Some 
years ago, people -used to talk 
scoffingly about people with nerves, 
but nerves was a very real illness, 
just as bad as other illnesses, ‘ 

One year of Mrs. Holgate’s life 
was said to have been wiped out, 
and the jury might wonder how 
many more years of her Ilfe would 
be wiped out. Opinions varied os 
to when if ever, she would recover.

BUILDING 


HONGKONG: NEED 


OF INVES 


Slr—f was particularly interested 
in your leading article of three days 
ago on the cost of building in the 
Colony. Your article suggests to me 
that three aspects at least necd in- 
vestigation, viz. costs as compared 
with other places, methods of con- 
tracting, and “rings” of contractors. 


‘Regarding comparative costs: — The 
difference in costs between Great 
Britain and Hongkong are very pro- 
nounced. It is quite impossible to 
give exact comparisons. A certain 
class of building used for similar 
purposes in the two countries costs 
about one shilling per cubic foot in 
Englind and about five pence in 
Hongkons, but it must be remember- 
ed that the cubical content of the 
building here is about one-third 
greater, owings to. verandahs and 
wireater storey helghts (hence the 
Impossibility of exact comparison). 

It is obvious, however, that in com-~ 
parison with Great Britain costs here 
are about one-half, It would take 
too long in this letter to analyse the 
reasons, beyond suying that it {s 
accounted for by lower cost of labour 
(which constitutes from 10 per cent. 
to 25 per cent. of the total cost of 
a building), lower cost of locally pro- 
duced materials, and lower overhead 
changes (absence of unemployment 
insurance, workmen's compensation, 
lower rents, ete.). -The-difference in 
Inbour cost is very big. To some ex- 
tent these savings are offset by the 
higher cost of imported materials, 
but, strangely this is not as much as 
might be thought, due to special scll- 
ing arrangements and price agree- 
ments. (This point arose in Malaya 
over Government purchases through | 
the Crown Agents), 

“In Singapore, it used to be gener- 
ally accepted that S.S.$12,000 (exclu- 
sive of cost of land) was the min- 
jmum required to bulld a 2 bedroom, 
2 bathroom, 3 reception room, ser- 
vants quarters and garage type of 
house for European occupation. The 
employment of a building cconomist 
ic. ao chartered quantity surveyor) 
makes a big difference. Last year a 
firm with which I am acquainted was 
entrusted with a small legacy where- 
with to build a house of the above 
accommodation, and only $8,300, in- 
cluding modern — sanitation and 
architects fees was expended, and the 
result fs generally admired. I have 
definite proof that costs In Hongkong 
are lower than Singapore by at least 
20 per cent. 

Regarding methods of contracting, 
the Far East has always lugged be- 
hind Great Britain, a point not com- 
mon to all Colonies, Kenya being a 
noted exception. In Hongkong, the 
P.W.D. has given a fairly good lead 
by being reasonably up-to-date (more 
so than Singapore) but that lead is 
not followed by private interests. The 
War Department, ‘save for o few 
lapses, are-alsg using fairly up-to- 
alate methods. 

In my humble opinion, there is‘still 
room for ‘improvement ull round. 
The lump sum contract, based on 
drawings and specification only, has 
for a good many yenrs been almost 
obsolete in Great Britaln for work 
over £500 in value, whereas the con- 
tract based on a bill of quantitics has 
been in almost universal. use; but 
here the former. is still used in the 
vast majority of contracts. The for~ 
Rs is unscientific and denies anulysis; 
t Is usunlly Inequitable to thé con- 
tractor and indefinite in the obliga- 
tlons it imposes, with the result that 
tenders are highcr, competition is 
undermined because of Jack of a uni- 
form basis, and general contro] Is 
virtually impossible. The ‘“quanti- 
ties” contract approaches very closc 
to the Ideal and remedies all the 
above defects, giving much cheaper 
results. In this I am not making a 
statement which I am urfable to prove 
with facts and figures, 

Merchants will charge the highest 
price they can get for the materials 
they sctl, and only competition will 
keep prices ot reasonoble levels. The 
control made porsible the quanti- 
{ies contract tends to stimulate com- 
petition, if full advantage Is taken of 
the possibilities, and, further, the

impossibly low tenders being clim- 
inated by the system, the merchant's 
fear of bad debts is reduced. This 
fear usually entails a risk allowance 
added to the price. 


A. few years ago, there was a 
powerful “ring” of Chinese contrac- 
tors in Singapore whose methods 
were quite ingenious, I can definitely 
say that the Introduction of.the quan- 
titics system defeated them. The 
“ring” consisted of brokers, f.c., not 
competent bullders, with a few com- 
petent builders wholly in thelr power, 
The brokers were incapable of pric- 
ing the bill of quantities and, duc to 
their {gnorance, were frightened by 
It, and it was found that they con- 
fined their activities to contracts 
where there were no bills of quan- 
titles! ae 

A very great deal can be saved by 
careful choice of materlals and a 
carefully prepared specification. It 
Is undoubtedly a fact that where there 
are no quantities most of that care 
{s wasted since tenders do not refiect 
the savings which have been made 
in careful specifying, but the full 
value jis sure to be obtained If the 
quantities system is used. 

The conservative retention of old 
ideas and systems in the face of the 
evolution that hns taken place in 
Great Britain is detrimental to the 
Colony.- Some.people here appear to 
be under the impression that they

know better than the leaders of the 
industry and sie learned institutions 
of the professions allled to it.

Until the present, the evolution of 
the quantities method has been ham- 
pered by Iack of trained quantity 
surveyors. At present there are 
about a-dozen (exclusive of their 
clerks) in the P.W.D. and Fighting 
Services. Hongkong at present there- 
fore Is well enough served by the 
quantity surveying profession to 
bring Its methods up-to-date.

Sir—In_ your issue of last Satur- 
day you included an item headed 
“Devils Fight Me", which purported 
to describe how a woman committed 
suicide because she was suffering 
from the disease known as Sinus. 

T should like to expjain that dread- 
ed affliction. The correct word is 
Slnusiters. In our hends we have a 
number of bone cavitics known elther 
as. Sinuses or Antrums. The two 
most susceptible are inthe frontal 
bone just above the eyes and at the 
top of the nose. In general they have 
two or more uses: either os venilla- 
tors to cool the blood stream in the 
head. or (and toth) as~- semij-ex- 
eretionary channels. One.can casily 
understand that if the blood Is giv- 
Ing up a large number of dead 
molecules’ and other forcign bodies 
that the sinus or antrum is going to 
become filled ‘up, thereby causing 
Pressure and consequent inflammation 
of the bone, If this state is neglected 
it will necessitate. an operation: 
sometimes it entajls three or four 
operations and often permanent jll- 
health, 

This disease can be cured effec~- 
tively and often permanently provid- 
ing the patient continues a steady 
Ufe. One should always consult o 
doctor nt the slightest sign of head 
pains near the cyes. -

HEADS FOR 
GOLF CLUBS 
FINE INNOVATION - 


(By Charles Buchan) 


The advance In the quality of golf 
clubs never ccuscs, Recently, 1 tried 
out some new wooden clubs which 
appear to have solved the problem 
of obtaining a wooden head of the 
desired quality, resilience and life, 
the subject of many experiments 
during the last fow years. 


The heads ore made of specially 
compressed becch wood, requiring 
neither lead nor any weight to dis- 
tribute the balance. As one of the 
chief drawbacks in club making !s 
the weighting with lead and the 
plating at the bottom, one difficulty 
has been overcome. For years this 
wood, named “Lignostone,” has been 
used with excellent results in mak- 
ing shuttles for looms. 


FEEL AND BALANCE 


From the moment I handled the 
clubs I was impressed by the feel 
and) the balance. The head lifted 
beautifully and, although the club 
had oa whippy shaft—one 1 am not 
accustomed to—1 drove the ball 
much. farther than with my own 
driver. More pleasing still was the 
sharp crack of the ball on’ the club 
and the rapidity with which the bali 
lett the club head. In my opinion 
the new club {s o definite advance 
on the old. 


‘As the wood Is so hard there is no 
danger of the club-head breaking or 
cracking, Nor is there any danger 
of damage from weather conditions. 
I understand that the new wood is 
impervious to climatic changes and 
will last years without changing its 
character. 3 


The wood is the Invention of 4, 


Dutch golfer and has already been 
tried by several of our prominent 
players, including Michacl Bingham, 
the Sunningdale professional. Bing- 
ham swears the heads have added at 
least 20 yards to his wooden club 
shots~and+he- Is ono of the longest 
hitters in the game, Walter Hagen, 
the non-playing captain of Amerjca's 
Ryder Cup team, ,has also tried out 
the clubs ond expressed his delight 
with them. 


Though the clubs are not yet on 
the market, it Is expected they will 
be available to the public within ao 
month. I am certain they will have 
a ready sale, as most golfers are 
looking. for a club which feels the 
same to them in ail weathers, winter 
and summer. I have already placed 
on order for o set.

SINO-JAPANESE 
CONFLICT 


Whatever the rights — or 
wrongs of the Sino-Japanese 
clash in North China, the situa- 
tion is one .which, unless care- 
fully handled, may well have 
the most serious consequences to 
the general peace of the Far 
East. There have been varying 
Versions of the actual cause of 
the resort to hostilities, The 
original Japanese claim was that 
whilst manoeuvres were being 
carried out, Japanese troops 
were subjected to machine-gun 
fire from a Chinese pill-box. 
Then there was 2 Chinese story 
that the Japanese attacked 
Chinese. troops when the latter 
refused to withdraw from ‘an 
area which the Japanese desired 
to convert into an aerodrome. 


-| Another version is that during 


the manoeuvres a shot was 
heard and when the Japanese 
roli-call was ordered it was 
found that one of their men was 
missing, whereupon ‘the Japan- 
ese demanded the right to 
enter the Chinese defence area 
und to search the city of Wang- 
ping, a procedure which the 
Chinese resisted. In the mul- 
tiplicity of accounts, the truth 
is hard to discover. There seems 
Jittle doubt, however, that the 
Japanese, with covetous eyes on 
North China, have long wished 
to see the 29th Army, one of the 
biggest and most efficient in 
China, to be forced out of its 
present sphere. Friction  be- 
tween this Army und_ the 
Japanese forces Was . always 
liable to lead to trouble—and, 
as past experience has shown, 
“incidents” are easily created. 
But whatever the precise act 
which created the present 
trouble, it will be conceded that 
the presence of large numbers of 
Japanese troops on Chinese soil, 
and the practice of carrying out 
manoeuvres over extensive arcas 
close to Chinese defence regions, 
must produce irritation, if it 
does not actually invite trouble. 
That danger is .all the more 
emphasised when Japan's policies 
in North China are borne in 
mind. What the upshot. of the 
present trouble will be remains 
to be seen. Nanking’s attitude 


‘Thas not been too clearly defined ; 


Marshal Chiang Kai-shek has 
been silent so far. But it. is 
clear that China as .a whole is 
in no mood to make undue con- 
cessions to Japan. Popular 
sentiment is all in favour of re- 
sistance to any further encroach- 
ment on China’s sovereignty. 
Much has been made in reeent 
times, by Jnpanese spokesmen, 
of Japan’s penceful intentions 
towards China.’ Unfortunately, 
the latest developments would 
appear to bolic the sincerity of 
those declarations; unless it’ is,

AMERICA WORST 


Finally, we come to Germany. 
Here the figures cover twelve months, 
one quarter of which was jn 1935 and 
the three other quarters in 1936. 

Our own figures are, of course, 
easily ascertainable, In 1935, since 
when the totals have appreciably In- 
ercused, we had 6,502 deaths on our 
roads and 221,726 Injury causes. . 1 
may mention Incidentally thut in 1035 
in London 1,113 people werc killed In 
street accidents. The latest year 
available in the case of Puris Is 1930, 
when there were 303 deaths in the 
strects duc to traffle uecidents. In 
Berlin in 1933 the strect deaths total- 
led 487, and injury cases over 10,000. 

The returns show's steady upward 
tendency In Germuny, os genernlly 
elsewhere, und deaths numbered 
9,059, us against 171,019 cases of in- 
jury. | 

It will be seen, therefore, that, tak- 
ing population into account, the worst 
statistics by far are those from Ame~ 
rien, and the best those returned by 
France. But there Is, on the Intest 
average, probably not much in it as 
between France, Germany, and our- 
selves, especially Jf we tuke Into con- 
sidcfation the fact that we are, next 
to America, the most. car-minded 
country, . 

But What a tragle waste of life and 
destruction of limb these united re- 
turns show us the result of modern 
trunsport developments. On — the 
most conservative cstimate at lenst 
60,000 or 70,000 people are being done 
to death every year in U.S.A,, France, 
Italy, Germany, ond Britain alone. 
What.the ghastly harvest may be for 
the whole world, one can only hazard 
n rough guess. If we put It at 150,- 
000 we should probably be well with- 
Added .to this 
there are the immensely larger re- 
turns of road casunltles which ore not 
fatal, but in a proportion of cascs at 
all events may in human sufferlng 
and waste be even worse,

‘This is a. monstrous price, for 
civilisation to pay for miracle of the 
interna) combustion engine, even 
without reckoning any flying. casual- 
ties In the butcher's bill.

- HONGKONG : NEED 
OF: INVESTIGATION — 


Sir.—l waa particularly interested 
in your leading article of three days 
ago on the cost of building Jn the 
Colony. Your article suggests to me 
that three aspects at least need In- 
vestigation, viz., costs a5 compared 
with other places, methods of con- 
tracting, and “rings” of contractors. 

Regarding comparative costs: The 
difference in costs between Great 
Britain and Hongkong are very pron 
nounced, It Is quite impossible to 
give exuct comparisons. AC certain 
class of building uscd for similar 
purposes in the two countries costs 
about one shilling: per cubie foot in 
England and about five pence in 
Hongkong, but it must be remember- 
ed that the cubical content of the 
building here is about one-third 
grcater, owlng to verandahs and 
Hreater storey heights (hence the 
impossibility of exact comparison). 

It is obvious, however, that In com- 
parison with Great Britain costs here 
are about one-half. It would take 
too long in this letter to onalyse the 
reasons, beyond sayin that it {s 
accounted for by lower cost of lnbour 
(which constitutes from 10 per cent, 
to 25 per cent, of the total cost of 
nn building), lower cost of locally pro- 
duced materials, and lower overhead 
changes (absence of unemployment 
insurance, workmen's compensation, 
lower rents, ete.). The difference in 
Jabour cost is very big, To some ex- 
tent these savings are offset by the 
higher cost of imported miterials 
but, strangely this is not as much 
might be thought, due to speciul sell- 

rangements and price ugree- 
(This polnt arose jn Malaya 
over Government purchases through 
the Crown Agents). =: 
“In Singapore, it used to be gener> 
ally ae ted that $.S.$12,000 (exclu- 
sive of cost of land) was the min- 
imum required to build a 2 bedroom, 
2 bathroom, 3 reecption room, ser- 
yvunts quarters and garage type of 
house for European occupation, The 
employment of a bullding economist 
fe. a chartered quantity surveyor) 
makes a big difference. Last year a 
firm with which tam acquainted was 
cntrusted with a small legacy where: 
with to build a house of the above 
tecommodation, and only $8,300, in- 
cluding modern — sanitation and 
urehitects fees was expended, dnd the 
result {s generally admired. I have 
definite proof that costs In Hongkon# 
are lower than Singapore by at least 
20 per cent. 

Regarding methods of contracting, 
the Far East has always lagged be- 
hind Great Britain, a point not com~ 
mon to all Colonies, Kenya being a 
noted exception. In ‘Hongkong, the 
P.W.D. has given a fairly stood lead 
by being reasonably up-to-date (more 
no than Singapore) but that lead is 
not fallowed by private interests. The 
War Department, save for a few 
lapses, are also using fuirly up-to- 
date methods, 

In my humble opinion, there is still 
room for improvement all round. 
The Jump sum contract, based on 
drawings and specification only, has 
for a good many years been almost 
obsolete in G Britain for work 
over. £500 in value, whereas the con- 


tract bared on a bill of quantities has 
been $n almost universal use; but 
here the former is still used) ino the 
vast majority of contract. The fore 
mer is unsclentifie and denies unolysis; 
it Is usually inequitable to the co 
tractor and indefinite in the obli 
tlons it imposes, with the result that 
tenders are higher, competition | is 
undermined because of Jack of a uni- 
form basis, and general control is 
virtually impossible.

In the course of a long statement 
on non-intervention discussions 
carried out Jast week, Mr. Anthony 
Eden, Foreign Secretary, dectoared to- 
day that while conscious of the dif- 
ficulty of their task in accepting the 
mandate to seek an agreement on 
non-intervention, British statesmen 
conajdered It thelr duty to make the 
attempt, 

They recognised, too, that reallsa- 
tion of their alms must depend lurge- 
ly upon an increased measure of 
international co-operation, . 

The Government is fully aware 
of the urgency of the problem and Is 
al present aetively engaged on the 
necessary work, It fs the Govern- 
ment's Intention, sald Mr. Eden, to 
make «report to the  Non- 
Intervention Committee this weel.— 
Reuter. 

COMMONS QUESTIONS 
London, July 13. 

Friday next has. been fixed as the 
date for the meeting of the Non-

HEADS FOR 
GOLF CLUBS. 


FINE INNOVATION 


(By Charles Buchan) 


The advance in the quality of golf 
clubs never ceases. Recently, 1 tried 
oul some new wooden clubs which 
appear to have solved the problem 
of obtaining o wooden head of the 
desired quality, resilience und fife, 
the subject of many experiments 
during the last few yeurs. 


The heads are made of specially 
compressed beech wood, requiring 
neither lead nor uny weight to dis- 
tribute the balance. As one of the 
chief drawbacks in club moking is 
the weighting with lead and the 
plating at the bottom, onc diMiculty 
hus been overcome, For yeurs this 
wood, named “Lignostone,” has been 
used with excellent results [n mak- 
ing shuttles for looms. 


FEEL AND BALANCE _ 


From the moment 1 handled the 
clubs I was impressed by the feel 
and the balance, The head lifted 
beautifully and, although the club 
had a whippy shaft—one I 1m not 
accustomed to—{ drove the ball 
much farther than with my own 
driver. More pleasing still was the 
sharp crack of the ball! on the club 
and the rapidity with which the ball 
left the club head. In my opinion 
the new club is a definite advance 
on the old. 


‘As the wood is so hard there is no 
danger of the club-head breaking or 
cracking. Nor is there any danger 
ot dumage from weather conditions, 
I. understand that the new wood is 
impervious to climatic changes and 
will Iast years without changing Its 
character. 


‘The wood Is the invention of at 
Dytch golfer and has already been 
tr by. several of our prominent 
plSyers, including Michacl Bingham, 
the Sunningdale professional. Bing- 
naam swears the heads have added at 
least’ 20 yards to his wooden club 
shots and he Is one of the longest 
hitters in the game. Walter Hagen, 
the non-playing captain of: America’s 
Ryder Cup team, has, also tried out 
the clubs and expressed his delight

LEGAL ARGUMENT 
IN COURT 


Legal urguments were put forward 
by. both the prosecution and defence 
_ ut the continuation of the cnse 
against Charles David Evans, 37 
carpenter of the motor vesoc 
Javanese Prince, and Wong Yau, 61, 
described as o bourding-house run- 
ner, before Mr. K, Keen at tha Cen- 
trol Maglstrncy this morning. 
Defendants are charged with doing 
an act preparatory to the exportation 
of opium, and .with posscsston of 
1,000 tacls of prepared oplum on 
board the Javanese Prince on June 


17. 
~ Mr. Xe M. Thomson, Assistant 
Superintendent of Imports and Ex- 
ports, prosecuted, while Mr. W. -A. 
Mackinlay, of Deacons, and Mr, J. T. 
Prior, of Wilkinson and Grist, were 
for Evans and Wong respectively. 
Replying to Mr, Prior's submissions 
at the Inst hearing that Yasim bin 
Dollnh, the ship's bo’sun, wos in fact 
an accomplice of defendants, Mr. 
Thomson held that no evidence hind 
been put forward to show that Dollah 
was un accomplice. He was a dls- 
interested party In the whole procecd- 
Ings, and during the time the opium 
was ‘taken on boord the ship and at 
‘the time of its discovery, he was with 
his: girl friend, and she had not been 
fot rid of by him. The bo'sun, Jf he 
had been on accomplice, did not even 


attempt to run away when the opium: 


was discovered, but remained in_the 
Colony and took a short trip to Can- 
‘ton.: 

Mr. Prior maintained ~ that the 
bo'sun was an accomplice and was 
the moving spirit of the whole con- 
cern, 

CASE TO ANSWER 

His worship held that Wong had a 
cnse to answer on both charges, and 
Mr. -Prior said he would appeal 
against the decision on both charges, 

Mr. Muckinlay also put forward 
urguments oguinst there being two 
charges on one front sheet. He 
contended that his Worship should 
strike out one charge, or, after hear- 
ing the evidence of the prosecution, 
call upon them to elect) on which 
charge they wished to proceed. 
Counsel submitted that certain docu- 
ments found jn the possession of his 
clicnt should be admissible in evid- 
ence as they were favourable towards 
him, 

His Worship sald he ‘did not pro- 
pose to olter the procedure of the 
Court In regard to the charges, and 
informed Mr. Mackinlay that the de- 
fence could put forward the docu- 
ments on their own befall. 

Mr. Prior then raised the question: 
of bail In regard to Wong. He was 
prepared to put up ball of $10,000 
in ensh and $10,000 In bonds. Coun- 
sel pointed out the fact that his cllent 
looked twenty years older than when 
he first appeared in Court. (Wong ts 
on. bail of $20,000 in cash). . 

Mr. Thomson sald the fine, if de- 
fondant was convicted, could be 
$5,000 toxether with a yenr's impri- 
sonment. He did not think it was 
unjust to insist on the bail that had 
been fixed, They had argued over 
matter three times already, 

HOTEL AS BOND 

Mr, Prior replied that defendant's 
brothor, Wong Kwal-ching, owned the 
Hotel Asia, which was worth $450,000, 
and was mortgaged for $250,000, The 
furniture and fittings it contained

Victoria League’s 
Comments - 


In 1931, a local Committee of the 
Victoria Lengue, under the chairman- 
ship of the Colonial Secretary, was 
formed In Hongkong and sinco that 
thme has Investignted many cases of 
students from Hongkong proceeding 
to England who 
themselves of the assistance offercd 
by the League . in London, The 
assistance. offered Is gratuitous, and 
takes the form of meeting students, 
finding quarters, advising on cduca- 
tional matters and, oa far os possible, 
helping in regard {o admission to the 
Universitles, . 

The League also gives facilities for 
visiting places of Interest and 
genenlly In bringing sludents into 
contoct with English social llfe, The 
League. reports on the health of 
siuuents and will, if so desired, act 
as guardians, 

Students are furnished with per- 
sonn) introductions to. prominent 
people, and are given the opportunity 
of visiting The Houses of Parliament, 
Hurlingham, and Ranclagh besides 
attending many large receptions, 
dgnces and partics. The Lengue will 
furnish personal reports on students 
under its care for the benefit of 
parents ond guardians, . - 

The report of Mr, A. G. Norkill, 
Joint Secretary for the Committee 
which concerns itself with students 
from Hongkong and Malaya, for the 
first half of 1936 contains the follow- 


ing: ; 

"The students as 9 body are pure 

suing thelr studies in their usual 
cheerfut way and most of them will 
make a success of them. There !s 
still, In spite of propaganda, a ten- 
dency for half-educated men to come 
over before they are qualificd to 
enter 2 University. It cannot be 
repeated too often that such men 
have grent diMculty in’ galning 
admission and should complete their 
education up to the necessary stand- 
ard, It ts only falr to polnt out that 
of the two recent cases of students 
sent down from Universitics one 
came over In-deflance of the advice 
tendered to him by the Victoria 
League and the other was brought 
over by his awn hendmaster without 
consulting the League. Owlng to 
the action of the League Committces 
these cases are fewer than they used 
to be."
